License  83  was  issued  June  24,  1939,  to  E.  R.  Squibb  &  Sons,  Georges  Road, 
New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  for  encephalomyelitis  vaccine  (western  type) ;  equine-tissue 
rabies  vaccine;  and  tetanus  antitoxin.
